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i walked out of your house 
some morning and a large, ferocious dog 
jumped at you, your heart would race with 
fear. If You came home and found your 
prize petunias torn up, your heart -would 
pound with anger. If you got a message 
telling you that you had won a thousand 
dollars, your heart would beat with joy. 


Ten times today you will hear on the. 
radio or on television a singer moaning, 
“My heart cries for you, sighs for you.” 
In history and in literature, the heart has 
always been considered that organ which 
best expresses the interior life of man—his 
emotions, his sentiments, his attitude and 
make-up. We call a man _ hard-hearted, 
soft-hearted, chicken-hearted, and his 
character stands revealed. 


There is a reason in the very way we are 
made up for describing the heart as we do. 
Men who study the body tell us that all of 
our activities register on the heart. In fact, 
these men can analyze the heart beat so 
accurately that they can tell pretty well 
just from the heart beat itself what kind 
of emotion a person is experiencing, 
whether it be fear, anger, joy, and so forth. 


The heart is not only a register of our 
thoughts and affections but also a symbol 
of our interior lives, of what we really are 
inside. Of all the symbols we use in daily 
life, the heart comes closest to expressing 
what it stands for. We salute the flag, fold 
it reverently, because it stands for our 
country, but actually, it is just a piece of 
colored cloth which has no real connection 
except by convention with our country. A 
lily is a little closer to the thing it stands 
for, purity, because a lily is white and we 
always think of purity as something white. 
A lion stands for bravery, and is eloser to 
the idea of bravery because it is brave. 


Other symbols are still closer to the 


things they stand for. For example, red 


cheeks on a husky boy stand for health, 
and are caused by health, too. But the heart 
is the best symbol. because it is connected 
with our interior life and reveals its char- 
acter. | 

That is why Christ appeared to St. Mar- 
garet Mary with His Heart exposed. He 
wanted her immediately to. think of Him 
as “a lover. Christ’s beating heart of flesh 
is connected with His interior life of love. 
So Margaret Mary tells us that the devotion 
to the Heart of Christ is devotion to the love 
of Jesus under the emblem of the heart 
of flesh. : 


Because Christ is God, every part of His 
body is united to His divinity, and is there- 
fore adorable. But His Heart is His most 
noble part because it stands for the noblest 
emotion, that of love. Everything Christ 
did was inspired by love, and He wants us 
to remember that. We could have a devo- 
tion te His Passion, to His wounds, to His 
work as a carpenter, which are’ all signs of 
His love for us, but He wanted us to have 
special devotion to Him in His heart. 


As we know, the whole idea of devotion 
is to honor some person for some special 
quality he has, For example, trophies are 
given to football players for their good 
playing. “Oscars” are given to people in 
the movie business for exceptional work in 
some particular film, These trophies honor 
them for their excellence as actors or di- 
rectors, not because they are handsome or 
rich, | 


In the Sacred Heart devotion, we honor 
Christ because of His love for man; His 
loving person is shown in His heart, be- 
cause His whole life of love courses through 
that heart. So in directing devotion to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus, we channel our love 
to His person manifestd in His Heart. 


All of this isn’t just pious sentiment,

ever honor, veneration, and love is given 
to this divine heart is really and truly 
given to Christ Himself.” . 


Twenty-nine years later, Pius XI called 
the Sacred Heart devotion the very sub- 
stance, the very kernel of our holy reli- 
gion, and wrote that “the Sacred Heart is 
the road which will most surely lead us to 
know intimately Jesus Christ.” In other 
words, if we know Christ as a loving God, 
we really know Him as He is. 


When Christ appeared to St. Margaret 
Mary, He showed Himself as a man with 
His heart exposed, glowing with love. And 
he told the holy woman that He insisted 
more on the immense love He has borne us 
than on His rights over us as God, 


There was good reason for Christ’s insis- 
tence on love. For several centuries before 
His appearances, Christians had been grow- 
ing colder in their faith in God. This 
brought on the Protestant revolt. Even after 
that attack on the Church had been pretty 
well stemmed, some Catholics still had 
Protestant ideas. A powerful group of these 


‘half-Protestant Catholics called Jansenists 


were spreading the teaching that God was a 
terrible task-master, Whom we had to fear, 
not love. 


With this background, we can now more 
profitably study the three appearances 
which Christ made to St. Margaret Mary. 
Although the devotion is not based on these 
appearances, but on divine revelation as 
contained in the Scriptures and in tradi- 


tion, what our Lord said on these occa-— 


sions explains perfectly what the devotion 
is. 

As you know, St, Margaret Mary was a 
nun who lived in France in the 1600’s. She 
was in the convent chapel on December 27, 
1673, when Christ appeared to her for the 
first time. He said: 

“My divine: heart is so passionately in 
love with men that it can no longer contain 
within itself the flames of its ardent char- 
ity. It must pour them out by thy. means, 
and manifest itself to men to enrich them

There is muttering against him. 
After all, he is not of Roman 
blood. Can he be trusted to de- 
fend Roman interests and not 
make common cause with the bar- 
barian challengers? Does it not 
somehow blot Roman honor to 
have one of his antecedents di- 
recting and protecting its inter- 
ests? Is not Rome insuperable and 
imperishable. in its own right? 

As the barbarian invasion swift- 
ly spreads, another question is 
raised. It has to do with religion. 
is not the. swelling peril attribu- 
table to Rome’s desertion’ of the 
old pagan worship and ways? Has 
not Christianity weakened the 
characteristic Roman valor? Should

Survey Confirmed © 


The answer confirmed a recent 
survey we had made in Canada. 
Ninety-nine per cent answered in 
this vein: Eighty-five per cent of 
the young workers Starting work 
every year (this would be nearly 
70,000 in Canada) just jumped in- 
to work without any preparations, 
such as vocational guidance or 
counselling of any sort. 


The average guy at the end of 
two years’ work has held from two 
to three jobs. The going philosophy 
in the factories and offices is: “Do 
as little as possible and get as 
much as possible.” To have a big 
weekend, to buy a eer, to get ahead 
—these are some of the reasons 
young workers work.

Some people imagine that Adam 
would have floated around the 
Garden of Eden on a pink cloud 
waving his hand like a fairy king, 
if he hadn’t sinned.

Adam was made to work. He was 
created to finish God’s creation. 
He was told “to dress the garden.” 


Work Means Co-creating 


Of course, work to Adam would 
have been a lot different from 
work today. He would have no 
need to sweat. He would have en- 
joyed every stroke of work, be- 
cause he would have known just 
where it fit into the Plan of God. 

Today the young worker still is 
actually helping God finish His 
masterpiece. Your shoes, the chair 
you are sitting on, the roof over 
your head, all are needed. God is 
almighty. He could have supplied 
all these. Instead, He provided the 
raw material, and He gave minds to 
men. The two together can finish 
the job started by God. 

This is what gives work its dig- 
nity, because it is through work 
that we make the world human.

Full-Time Work For Wives 
Obstacle To Family Life

BE Been greater number of young 

women in industrially develop- 
ed countries have continued to 
work after marriage. Some, be- 
cause they find it necessary to sup- 
plement the salary of their hus- 
bands, a good many others because 
they prefer maintaining their so- 
cial and financial independence 
after marriage. In either case, the 
result is a steadily increasing num- 
ber of homes where the vital spe- 
cial care of the woman is lacking 
during the better part of the day. 


While it is true that many mar- 
ried women are in need of financi- 
al remuneration and the ‘expand- 
ing economies need woman-power 
to help maintain a high standard 
of production, it is equally true 
that children stand in as great a 
need of parental care and super- 
vision..today as ever in the past. 


A woman who works a full day 
outside the home has a most dif- 
ficult task to create a stable fam- 
ily life in the evenings and week- 
ends. Very often homemaking is 
done haphazardly, without the time 
or serenity required for the cre- 
ation of a gracious atmosphere for 
family living. The children are en- 
trusted to outside care which, how- 
ever fine it may be, cannot equal 
the personalized attention of the 
mother. 


Certainly these homes where mo- 
thers are working are not auto- 
matically the breeding grounds for 
juvenile delinquency and neuroses, 


although it is widely accepted that. 


absentee-mothers count aS a con- 
tributing factor. From contact with 
young workers in the industrialized 
West we see more subtle effects 
of an accelerated pace of family 
living. 

They*taek the education in fam- 
ily traditions and customs that are 


| pre-eminently the mother’s to give. 


They tend to suffer from a stulti- 
fying of their cultural life: since 
the working mother rarely has 
time to attend to the more intan- 
gible but nonetheless necessary 
needs of her children. 

These young people show in the 
practice of their religious faith a 
belief devoid of enrichment. The 
religious customs and. ceremonies 
normally devefoped in the home 
have been omitted. The working 
mother is pressed for time and 
apparently cannot give more than 
the most rudimentary. education. 
Areas of the world where tradition 
is rich and deeply-rooted need to 
take warning as they become in- 
dustrialized lest they lose the mo- 
ther as prime educator and chan- 
nel of their heritage. 

A solution must be found to 
enable woman to fulfill her unique 
role in the family, as well as to 
utilize her gifts and personal abili- 
ties in the economic, social and po- 
litical life of her community. 

The effort of the Commission 
on the Status of Women within the 
United Nations to encourage study 
of the question of part-time work 
for women is a sound and neces- 
sary step in this direction. Part- 
time work can provide the supple- 
mentary financial help necessary 
in many families. At the same 
time it will not demand of woman 
the difficult task of sustaining two 
full-time jobs. 

There are two considerations in 
the implementation of the program 
—women must be encouraged to 
take an active part in trade union 
work so that 1) part-time work 
will not endanger the rights of

As a college student the pres- 
ent Father Pinto was the altar 
server for Father Goodier, and 
from this privileged position Fath- 
er Pinto’s recollections come back 
strong and clear. The picture he 
gives is of an energetic, capable 
and saintly man. 

Catholics are so few among the 
teeming millions of India that it 
comes as no surprise to learn that 
the Jesuit college in Bombay em- 
braced Muslims, Hindus and other 
Christians, as well as faithful Cath- 
olics, among its list of scholars. 
All of them, of all these faiths, ap- 
preciated the selfless devotion and 
sacrifice of the Jesuit fathers. 

From its foundation.in 1869 un- 
til the first World War, the Ger- 
man Jesuits had had care of the 
college. From 1915 on it has been 
served by the English Jesuits. 


A Wonderful Teacher 


Father Pinto recalls that, as a 
teacher, Father Goodier was kind- 
ness, and caré, and clearness it- 
self. His English classes were eas- 
ily the most popular in the college 
schedule, to the point where stu- 
dents from other schools would 
come to hear him explaining 
Shakespeare's works. Every point 
which was thought important was, 
after explanation, written on the 
blackboard until at the end of the 
class the board was covered with 
the summary of the entire lec- 
ture.

Pope Asks Writers 
To Respect Truth 
And Moral Decency 


Vatican City — (Radio, NC)— 
Journalistic interpretation of facts 
is good- and necessary, but inter- 
pretative writing must always be 
guided by respect for truth, for 
persons and for moral decency. 


His Holiness Pope Pius XII thus 
counseled a group of prominent 
French journalists and writers at- 


sentatives from Spain, Portugal, 
Italy, France and Latin America. 

The Holy Father, speaking ‘in 
French, warned interpretative 
writers against “biased report- 
ing, tendentious or plainly mali- 
cious distortion. Perhaps even 
skepticism and. mockery, and 
even worse, the deliberate error 
presented under the guise of 
truth.” 


He told the writers it is their 
job -to observe present day so- 
ciety in all its activities, and to 
pick out’ what seems to them 
worthy of interest. 

“But why are so often forgotten 
the merits. of a humble fidelity to 
daily duties, of a scrupulous re- 
spect for honesty and the reputa- 
tion of others, of an onerous devo- 
tion to serving ‘an ideal of justice 
and charity?” he asked.
